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good evening well what happened since the first polls began closing more than 24 hours ago is perhaps 
fuzzy in most of our minds at this point but what emerges is that Richard Milhous Nixon in a stunning political 
comeback almost denied him in the closing days perhaps even the closing hours of the campaign has been 
elected the 37th President of the United States it wasn't until 10:45 this morning eastern time that we could 
put Illinois 26 electoral votes in Nixon's column giving him an electoral majority over vice president Hubert 
Humphrey it wasn't until after noon that Nixon claimed victory following Humphreys concession and each 
man commented on how he felt during such a close political battle now | think all of you probably wondered 
how | felt about winning the election and naturally in my press conferences | always gave the appearance of 
complete optimism we were going to win that is what you have to say but | watch all of you to know that there 
are moments when we have doubts quite frankly this was an uphill fight all the way | was the first one to 
know it and | think the last one and the line of my staff that recognized it | never had any doubt with whether 
it would be a close fight come see come saw you know one way when it bounced a little one way bounced a 
little another [Music] we've got a president-elect he's going to have my help Cheers the man who had much 
to do with cutting the popular margin so close between Nixon Humphrey was George Wallace there was 
attempting to extend through the nation his southern based third-party movement he failed and a much more 
of an extent than anyone had anticipated his campaign was one of tough talk on domestic issues and a hard 
line and 
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domestic issues and a hard line and Foreign Affairs he often was the target of hecklers and he gave as good 
as he got but today in an interview with Nelson Benton and Montgomery Wallace seemed to have something 
would you do anything differently governor if you the campaign to run all over again well if | had it to go over 
with | think maybe that | would schedule a few more stops and a few more states although we had about all 
you news me and could stand but there are a few places that | wish that | had gone during the campaign and 
spoken and had | done so | think | would have increased my vote what about the opinion polls that do you 
think that had any effect on how you did | think polls have an adverse effect on people like myself I'm not 
trying to alibi | lost the race but | really didn't lose either because l'm pleased with a 10 million votes but polls 
do have a tendency to if you against some candidate more than the other but maybe like the third-party 
candidate you might drop off for him to help defeat one of those who the polls might show is in the lead or is 
closing fast governor what about the immediate future what are your plans well the immediate future in the 
next few days | spend some of my children and | will be here in Montgomery Alabama and I'll probably 
practice law while you talk to us about playing it by ear can we look further ahead what about politically for 
the neck well | have were you | have no political plans in the next two years at all of course what happens in 


our country during the next four years will determine largely what we do in 1972 but at the moment we will 
have to play it by ear is doubtful that Wallace ever really believed he could win the election but he had hope 
to deny either Nixon or Humphrey an electoral majority and must hold the balance of 
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majority and must hold the balance of power it appears a deadlock has been avoided but the race remains 
extremely close at the time the decision was made in the early hours this morning with 94 percent of the vote 
Humphrey had 29 million six hundred and seventy seven thousand Nixon twenty nine million seven hundred 
and twenty six thousand Wallace nine million two hundred and ninety one thousand that was fourteen 
percent of the vote for and 43% for the leaders from the two major parties the difference then was 149 
thousand votes out of 59 million four hundred and three thousand votes cast and that's as close as any 
election in our history but our presidents are chosen by the electoral college and there the vote at the 
moment of decision this morning was more overwhelming for Richard Nixon 30 states and 287 electoral 
votes for Nixon he was leading then in Alaska and Missouri twelve states and the District of Columbia with 
166 electoral votes for Humphrey leading in Texas and five states and forty-five electoral votes for George 
Wallace it should be mentioned here that these are unofficial figures gathered by the news media in the rush 
and the turmoil of election night they are subject to the official canvass even possibly to challenges and to 
recounts and in such big states as California Pennsylvania Ohio Illinois Texas a shift of a few thousand votes 
could move decisive blocks of electoral votes from one candidate to another it isn't likely to happen but these 
returns will not be final and official for days even perhaps weeks we'll take a closer look at how the 
presidency was won in a month Nixon's victory as we've said was a close one forty-nine thousand out of fifty 
nine million four hundred thousand that's hardly a mandate of the popular vote 
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hardly a mandate of the popular vote that he had expected and predicted he forged his victory finally by 
taking first a series of states with small electoral vote totals and finally locked it up with narrow victories and a 
number of critical larger states that pushed him over the 270 electoral votes needed for the presidency let's 
take a look now at where he won the election starting first in the East with Mike Wallace Mike if it won't if it 
weren't for the East Walter we all would have been in bed shortly after midnight last night instead Hubert 
Humphrey kept us up he carried 122 of the East's 149 electoral votes and he made a horse race out of the 
election how did he do it to put it simply the old democratic formula worked again at least in the northeast 
take Pennsylvania Nixon thought that he would win here but labor turned out both numbers and dollars for 
Humphrey working men Negroes Jews the Catholics low income workers traditional supporters of the 
Democratic Party came out to vote in record numbers Humphreys strong showing in the large cities you 
Negro ghettos and low-income areas helped him to carry eight of the twelve states in the East plus the 
District of Columbia nowhere was the strength of his sweep more clearly evident than in New England there 
Humphrey did something remarkable he ran three percentage points ahead of John Kennedy's totals in New 
England in 1960 he even ran ahead of Kennedy's 1960 percentage in the late president's home state of 
Massachusetts a massive Humphrey television campaign aimed straight at Spiro Agnew was a factor and at 
muskie was important to his fellow Easterners loved him Richard Nixon took a calculated risk in the east he 
virtually discounted support from labor and from black voters his effort at attracting the Jewish vote by 
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at attracting the Jewish vote by supporting hours for Israel didn't Winnie much support witness New York 
another point Humphrey actually outdrew Nixon in the so-called backlash areas of the East and as for the 
vaunted George Wallace appeal for blue-collar workers it just didn't materialize with one significant exception 
New Jersey Wallace did quite well in this state which has seen its share of civil disturbance the Democrats 
had won this state in 60 and 64 Nixon won it this year that Wallace vote hurt Humphrey and the 17 electoral 
votes that Nixon won in New Jersey were his big win in the East vital to him in the national totals what 
happened in the Midwest Walter the story in the Midwest was one of too little and too late for Humphrey and 


the story of Wallace Humphrey carried only his home state of Minnesota and Michigan Wallace ran weaker 
than expected in blue-collar working men areas all over the Midwest but he was since spoiler for Humphrey 
anyway look at Ohio Nixon took Ohio by only 86,000 votes Wallace got well over 400,000 not all of those 
Wallace votes would have gone to Humphrey but most of them were from normally Democratic precincts 
chucking over on Illinois Nixon carried Illinois by it looks like less than 36,000 round figures Wallace again 
did not run as well as anticipated but he still got 360 1000 votes some of them came from normally public 
inboxes downstate but more of them came from precincts where Humphrey should have done better in and 
around the Chicago area Michigan the third Midwest electoral vote giant was an exception Wallace was 
expected to run very well in Michigan he did not he got only 10% of the vote and that wasn't enough to offset 
a late surge for Humphrey among union members and Negroes it was close everywhere in the industrial big 
electoral states the Midwest Missouri typical that state still is too close for us to call and Wallace didn't do as 
well in Missouri as he and most others thought he would Nixon now as you see

Missouri and elsewhere throughout the Midwest people on farms in small towns and in the suburbs went for 
Nixon Negroes Union men big city dwellers in general swung behind Humphries losing cause a little more 
money and organization earlier perhaps an added campaign stop here there who knows could have made 
the difference for Humphrey but in the end in the Midwest the old Republican Guard delivered the old 
Democratic Guard did not welcome Jo buddy you watched the West what happened there well the far west 
Waller lived up to the Nixon camps advanced billing it became in fact what they said it was in theory Nixon 
country it gave at least 79 it's 95 electoral votes to Nixon and very likely would add three more to that figure 
when all the votes are finally counted Nixon's strength was where he and Republicans have always been 
strong in rural areas small cities and towns the mountain states among whites middle class middle age 
middle and high-income groups the Western cries was California and it's 40 electoral votes it was in 
California that Nixon benefited most from the presence of George Wallace on the ballot by comparing the 
way Nixon and Humphrey ran to the race for the Senate which was won by Democrat Alan Cranston who 
defeated Republican max Rafferty in area after area the relatively modest Wallace vote was the difference 
between the Humphrey defeat and the Cranston victory Nixon's plurality in California was 170 thousand 
votes 127 thousand of those added up to his plurality in Los Angeles County in 1960 John F Kennedy carried 
Los Angeles County by 21 thousand votes 51 to 49 percent over Nixon Tuesday Nixon carried that County 
by 48 to 46 percent Humphry George Wallace accounts for the difference Humphrey won only two Western 
states Hawaii and Washington and in those states he possibly benefited from what might be called reverse 
coattails in Washington while senator Warren Magnuson won a landslide victory for his fifth term he ran 
ahead of the Democratic 
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term he ran ahead of the Democratic ticket and very likely helped carry along Humphrey and the state's nine 
electoral votes the same effect may have been at work in Hawaii where that state's greatest vote getter 
Senator Daniel Inouye was piling up about 80 percent of the vote a victory that helped not only Humphrey 
but one which also carried that state's Democratic congressional delegation back into office Utah led the 
mountain states in their devotion to Nixon he got 59 percent of the vote there and he ran in the high 50s in 
most of the rest only Alaska's three votes are still undecided in the West but they are leaning to Nixon Walter 
finally Roger Mudd can tell us what happened in the South Roger the dominant story out of the South last 
night was that the presidential candidacy of George Wallace turned out to be nada not a national 
phenomenon but a regional peculiarity beyond the reach of the opinion pollsters most southerners decided in 
the sanctity of the voting booth that George Wallace was not truly a national figure was not the answer was 
not the answer to law and order not the true friend of the cab driver of the lathe operator or the hairdresser 
Wallace carried five states Alabama Arkansas Georgia Louisiana and Mississippi Nixon carried all the rest 
with only Texas still in doubt but leaning toward Humphrey Nixon 75 electoral votes in the South justified his 
strategy formulated with the help of Strom Thurmond that only a Republican could satisfy the southerners 


longing for the good old days including what now passes for semi segregation Nixon's strength in the south 
equal Eisenhower's great showing of 1956 despite the president's Tuesday of George Wallace on the ballot 
the first signs we had Tuesday night that the South was not in open rebellion against the nation came from 
Kentucky where Nixon ran a very strong race this was the clue to the southern border states and indicated 
Wallace probably would not break out of his deep south base Wallace ran a for third in Kentucky this was 
later confirmed in Virginia which for years has sent the aristocratic for voting in the upper South a strong 
Democratic state organization stayed out 
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Democratic state organization stayed out of the presidential race and left Virginians to their own devices they 
chose Richard Nixon Wallace ran a for third even in the Carolinas which Wallace felt were in his pocket the 
American independent party was repulsed Nixon worked those two states repeatedly letting it be known he 
would not be a federal guideline incubus Impreza dent Nixon took South Carolina helped of course by 
Thurmond Humphrey ran a strong third Nixon also carried North Carolina where a full Republican slate of 
high-quality congressional candidates helped bring out and make respectable a Republican vote Walter so 
those are the states mr. Nixon captured where he built up the electoral vote total that he needed for the 
presidency but now let's take a more detailed look and where the votes came from both for the winner and 
the losers in short who voted for whom Jo buddy what can you tell us Waller some of this is going to repeat 
what we've already heard because the patterns have become pretty clear in spite of all the talk about new 
politics and the third party threat of George Wallace many of the old voting patterns were surprisingly 
consistent across the nation the 3500 CBS News sample precincts show that the Democrats drew much of 
their strength from traditional sources the medium sized and big cities especially those with populations of a 
half a million or more the Republicans and as they've done for many years pile up their votes in the suburbs 
the small towns in the rural areas the biggest surprise was that Wallace was not able to capitalize as he had 
hoped on the votes from those cities where there have been riots with some exceptions notably in New 
Jersey as Mike Wallace pointed out the riot cities have more than half their votes gave more than half their 
votes to Humphrey with Nixon and Wallace trailing far behind in the black ghettos the vote for Humphrey was 
overwhelming typically close to 80% or more the vote was equally heavy and Democratic mexican-american 
in puerto rican areas the blue-collar vote included areas considered backlash territory that also favored 
Humphrey although no where the big majorities given to him by the non-whites the CBS 
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given to him by the non-whites the CBS sample precincts showed the working man's vote was about 47% for 
Humphrey 43% for Nixon 10% for Wallace once again the farm in rural areas heavily Republican and again 
the high income voter went Republican particularly if he lived in the suburbs middle-income city dwellers 
gave an estimated 50% of their votes to Humphrey 42% to Nixon 8% to Wallace in the suburbs however the 
middle income groups tended to vote for Nixon among all low income groups in the cities regardless of race 
or ethnic background the big turnout was for Humphrey so in 1968 the typical Republican voter was the kind 
of man for whom Richard Nixon had programmed his campaign the man Nixon called the really forgotten 
American the man who didn't riot or demonstrate the man who paid his taxes that American who voted for 
Nixon also lived in small towns suburbs rural areas at a middle or high income and though Nixon never really 
said it that forgotten American who voted for Nixon also was white - Walter last July in Miami when Richard 
Nixon picked Spiro T Agnew the governor of Maryland as his vice presidential nominee it was pointed out 
that the name Agnew was anything but a household word during the campaign however Agnew became 
better known perhaps even than he wanted he came out strongly for law and order and was picketed and 
heckled when he spoke at one point he suggests that Humphrey was soft on communism and he apologized 
publicly his argument with the New York Times over an editorial charging him with conflict of interest figure 
prominently in the political news in the closing week of the campaign Democrats said he was hardly the man 
to be a heartbeat away from the presidency and many felt he might cost Nixon the election this afternoon the 
Vice president-elect spoke in Annapolis Maryland and called for national unity today is a time for celebration 
and rededication but all Americans share in this moment of rededication by rejecting 
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this moment of rededication by rejecting partisanship and repudiating extremism now we begin to forge a 
vibrant vital new America that stands for law order justice hope and opportunity for Prosperity and peace and 
America limited horizons created by honest commitment and goodwill | want to just say a few words about 
my running mate the president-elect of the United States it's been my privilege to know many people who 
have evoked my admiration and respect in my lifetime but during the time that this campaign got rather 
heated and during the time that a lesser man may have been inclined to interject into my particular efforts in 
this all-out attempt to be elected certain advice that may have been very upsetting to me under intense 
circumstances mr. Nixon showed a restraint a confidence in me that few people have ever exhibited and | 
can only say this that as the vice president | will be as loyal as the vice president has ever been to a man 
we'll hear from our correspondents who covered the candidates as our report on what happened last night 
continues at a moment the campaign from nomination to election was a grueling affair both for the 
candidates and the men who covered them we have standing by three of our correspondents who lived 
through survived just perhaps the better word campaign 68 John Hart who reported on the Nixon Drive is 
here in our New York studio David shoemaker who traveled with the Humphrey campaign is in the studio's of

covered the campaign and waited through last night this morning as we all did for the results | thought now 
we could talk now about what you observe where you think the man you've covered succeeded or failed 
some cases and where they go from here John Hart you were with the winner again with you you probably 
not as close to the president-elect as any my ender in this campaign what kind of a man is he what kind of a 
president do you think he's going to be Walter he's the kind of man who said once l'm a very emotional man 
that | cover it he's aware of what he does at all times and what he does he does for a reason most of the time 
as a campaigner he freely used slogans very loud loudspeakers banal rhetoric sometimes exaggerated 
sarcasm but in fitting into a new role he changed his performance this morning as you noticed he was 
subdued because he believes this is a time for a subdued emotions he tried to be conciliatory because he 
believes the nation needs an exchange of forgiveness at what point did he suddenly realized that the race

program he's still leaving the door open for 72 but four years is a long time to try to hold even ten million 
votes together if you don't have the issues he also has the added problem of he will have to run against the 
record of a conservative Richard Nixon administration something that may not offer him the chance to spoil 
that he might have had against a Hubert Humphrey more liberal administration that was said during the 
campaign there one of the ways Nixon intended to win was not by playing the part of a candidate but by 
acting the role of President during one of the quieter moments of this campaign he spoke with Mike Wallace 
on the CBS News broadcast 60 minutes and reflected on his views of what a leader should be which in part 
explained why he ran the race he did back in the history of this country some of our great leaders would not 
have been perhaps great television personalities but they were great presidents because of what they stood 
for because of their principle their courage their character now | hope to win this election if | do win this 
election | think | will conduct the presidency in a way that | will command the respect of the American people 
that may not be the same style of some of my predecessors but it will enable me to lead let me let me make 
this one point some some public men are destined to be loved and other public men are destined to be 
disliked but the most important thing about a public man is not whether he's loved or disliked 
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is not whether he's loved or disliked but whether he's respected and | hope to restore respect to the 
presidency at all levels by my conduct and as far as the charisma and all the PR tricks and everything else 
it's supposed to make you look like a matinee idol forget it if that's what they want in a president | am NOT 
the man one week later a vice president Humphrey appeared on 60 minutes and spoke with Harry Reasoner 
the subject something the Vice President had not been talking about the normal course of his campaigning 
but obviously he'd been considering privately mr. vice president what if you lose well | suppose | should tell 
you that I've never thought of that but you are you like candor and frankness and quite obviously I've thought 
through all the as much as one can the possibilities and I'll feel that I've disappointed some people because 
people depend on me and | hate to disappoint people and | will have disappointed myself and my family and 
my loved ones and friends but if | lose I'll almost like to go back to teaching or lecturing or traveling | intend to 
live | very good and vital life | can assure you of that | will | shall not inundated with tears | shall maybe salve 
a one or two that happens because l'm a sentimental man but I'll get busy and there's so much I'd like to do 
to write to speak | might even get a job on television you can tell and | surely would like to go back to a 
university | used to want to be a president of a college or a university but I'm not so sure that's not such a 
peaceful job anymore I've kind of given that up but at least a a good professorship some fine university 
giving me a chance to be with young people to travel to speak to work and to participate | intend to be a 
participant so as long as I'm around you're going to hear from me Eric Sevareid you've sat here with us 
through 
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Sevareid you've sat here with us through the last night into this morning thinking of course of winners and 
losers well of course Walter professional election watchers are a lot like professional baseball Watchers we 
have our heads full of Statistics and historical precedence as the game goes on to the final out so all last 


night and this morning we were thinking of Nixon as the first man to be defeated once and then passed over 
and then elected to the presidency never happened before that was a triumph of sheer persistence an 
organizational skill but also the first man in this century to go in for the first term and not take the Congress 
with it the ghosts had ordered everyone all night of course was the prospect of the election going into the 
House of Representatives and the confusion that spent the suspense of suits that would have followed would 
have had a paralyzing effect and now perhaps Congress may do something about changing or abolishing the 
Selective college system as with the presidential succession amendment we seem always to require TAS 
trophy or almost a catastrophe before we act in our own protection connection owes his victory to himself 
and the general fed up Ness with the Vietnam War and the disorders in the country Humphrey | would think 
owes his great moral victory to himself period the elements conspired against him the elements had some 
help from some of mr. Humphreys oldest political friends President Johnson who managed to cast away the 
greatest of all popular support margins in four short years mayor Daly who vetoed the fresh new candidates 
for state office in Illinois might have given Humphrey the state margin there is Stevenson and Douglas gave 
it to Truman and 48 that's possible Senator McCarthy who followed his great service and energizing the 
young and the idealistic by playing dog in the manger that could conceivably have cost Humphrey a place 
like California mr. Humphrey like Adlai Stevenson before improved better than his party the new politics so 
called has not yet arrived the militants of the left made almost no 
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the militants of the left made almost no impression this election and the militants of the right under Wallace 
made a considerable impression but will build up from here in all probability only if the wild disorders 
continue around the country if their revolutionary forces that work in this nation they certainly do not surface 
in this election almost nine-tenths of the voters stayed in their familiar voting patterns of action and reaction 
and allegiance we still divide along the old lines of big city versus suburb and rural areas East versus West 
much of the South versus everything else most of the rich remain Republican most of the poor democratic 
and short of something like a Great Depression our alignments change rather slowly but they will change the 
Democratic Party these revitalizing through its youth the Republican Party can't remain what it was under 
Hoover or even as under Eisenhower if it's to root itself among the great mass of people and take hold of the 
national legislature as well as the White House so | would think that a great party task as well as a great 
national task confronts Richard Nixon but now sets out under rather severe handicaps to build a consensus 
that will permit him to rule and not merely terrain we'll take a look at who else won and lost as a report on 
what happened last night continues in a moment in addition to the new president 21 governor's 34 senators 
and all 435 members of the House of Representatives were chosen yesterday let's take a look now at who 
won and lost starting with Mike Wallace who can tell us about the makeup of the new House of 
Representatives the congressional races nationwide wound up in a standoff despite a highly efficient 
Republican campaign operation large injections of GOP money and a drive that concentrated on ninety 
target Democratic seats around the country in spite of all that the Republicans gained just three seats in 
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Republicans gained just three seats in the optimistic days of last summer the GOP had hoped for 30 new 
seats to win control of the house the old congressional lineup was 247 Democrats 188 Republicans the new 
one shapes up as 244 Democrats and 191 Republicans if the Republicans win four of the five seats still 
undecided in which they lead and the Democrats win the fifth contest in which they lead that figure 244 
Democrats to 191 Republicans indicates that Richard Nixon had coattail poll that was something less than 
formidable it also indicates that Nixon could face formidable opposition from the new house though there are 
some who feel that Nixon would event less populist more conservative than his predecessor might found the 
house easier to deal with than did Lyndon Johnson the last two years the composition of the Congress then 
remains about the same no mark shifts in terms of conservative moderate or liberal tone whatever anti 
administration feeling festered among with all didn't infect the Democrats congressional candidates and 
practically all of the old familiar faces will be back and there are custom places when the Congress 
reconvenes Speaker John McCormack whip Hale Boggs Minority Leader Jerry Ford but there are some new 


faces guitar playing Jimmy Symington of the Missouri Symington 'he's the house's first Negro woman mrs. 
shirley chisholm of New York the most dissident of the dissident Democrats Allard Lowenstein also of New 
York but the Republicans should win the next congressional baseball game they elected Wilmer David 
vinegar Bend Mizell a former big league left-handed pitcher now congressman from district 5 in North 
Carolina walter roger mudd drew what happened in the Senate races well really not much as expected the 
Republican Party failed to gain control last night of the United States Senate simply because it just had too 
much ground to make up this is the 
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too much ground to make up this is the composition of the new Senate seventeen Democrats have been 
elected and are leading in Alaska with 40 Democratic holdovers the Democratic total will be at least 58 
compared to last session 63 15 Republicans have been elected and are leading in Oregon with 26 
Republican holdovers the GOP total will be at least 42 compared to it's 37 seats in the last session the 
Republicans picked up Democratic seats in the following States first in Arizona where Barry Goldwater has 
been elected in Florida where a Republican congressman had gurney was the winner in Maryland where 
congressman Charles Mathias is the new senator in Oklahoma where Senator Monroe knee was beaten by 
Henry Bellmon in Pennsylvania where Joseph Clarke was beaten by Congressman Richard Schweiker and 
in Ohio or Republican state attorney general Saxby is the winner the Democrats picked up two Republican 
seats first in California where a Democrat Alan Cranston was elected and in lowa where Governor Harold 
Hughes is the winner that up to a net gain of four Republican seats still in doubt is the close race in Horrigan 
between Democratic incumbent Wayne Morse and Republican Robert packwood only 1400 votes separate 
those two men in short there has been no great change in the Senate perhaps a shade more conservative 
perhaps two or three seats more conservative but the liberal moderate coalition still has numerical superiority 
leading to the early conclusion that perhaps ex-senator Nixon will not move so gracefully with his Senate as 
ex senator Lyndon Johnson did with his and finally the new governor is dan Rather who won the key races 
there Walter let's take a look first at our recap board going into this election and read this board from the 
bottom if you will going into this election the Republicans had 26 governorships they 
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Republicans had 26 governorships they now have widened that out to 31 21 governor's chairs would stake 
this time Republicans won 13 of them Democrats 8 the Democrats nationwide will control only 19 state 
houses the worst shape they've been in since the first Eisenhower administration despite their overall gains 
the Republicans had two favored incumbent governors upset in Rhode Island John Chafee chairman of the 
Republican Governors conference whose daughter died recently in a horse accident lost in his try for an 
unprecedented fourth term two Democrat frankly Humphries coattails which were so short nationwide were 
long enough in the case of Rhode Island for leaches unexpected win North Carolina was in doubt up until the 
last moment but according to our latest CBS News estimate Democrat Robert Scott has defeated Republican 
James Gardner in Montana incumbent Republican governor Tim Babcock was defeated by state attorney 
general Forrest Anderson mostly because Babcock had argued for higher taxes in Illinois Democratic 
incumbent Sam Shapiro Chicago Mayor Richard Daley ‘he's man was knocked over by Republican Richard 
Ogilvie whose best punch was law and order in Kansas Democratic incumbent Robert docking was able to 
swim against the Nixon tide beating Republican Rick Harmon restaurant owner and former Kansas State 
basketball star famed for his one end push shot and blocked talk in Arkansas incumbent Republican 
Winthrop Rockefeller Nelson's brother currently leads against Democrat Marion crank although Winrock as 
his Arkansas neighbors call him may not breathe easily until the last vote is counted to recap out of the 21 
governor's races Republicans have won or lead in 13 of them their total of the nation's governorships is 
expected to be 31 a big majority after all the votes are tabulated and while Richard Nixon may have trouble 
with the Democratic Congress House and Senate in Washington he'll have plenty of help around the country 
in the state capitals gentlemen we've spent the better part of the last twenty eight hours in the studio and 
seems like 28 days about now watching these results coming in trying to analyze them a process of analysis 
and the assessment will go on for months there will undoubtedly be more questions 
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there will undoubtedly be more questions than answers for instance Eric you talked before about George 
Wallace who did build a 50-state organization after all did get more than nine million votes almost half of 
them outside of the south and border states what do you see ahead specifically in 1972 now from the mr. 
Wallace in his third party look well | think mr. Wallace said about all that could be said on his program in the 
interview without some Bentham that it all depends on how how the government goes in the condition of the 
country over the next few years | would assume it would take continuance of all these domestic troubles and 
turbulence to let him build any further but | wouldn't try to be any more precise and he was and he certainly 
not presented it seems to me that as Jimmy Breslin | think it was pointed out that the idea of the Wallace 
campaign may be bigger than Wallace himself but is to say in many ways George Wallace was hamstrung 
but the fact that he is after all from Alabama at a strong segregationist record it seems to me that as was the 
case in Barry Goldwater with Barry Goldwater 1964 who was little ahead of his time and Wallace this time 
there is still something in the national body politic that has the potential for a dynamic terrific leader to come 
along and grab it up grab that banner and run with it and do much better than Wallace did this time does this 
mean that there is no place in the either political party and which be speaking obviously most specifically 
here the Republican Party for this strong conservative movement in this country | don't think it means that 
Walter it seems to me that what George Wallace's vote yesterday indicated is that his party as currently 
constituted is the racist right you come up to New York State where James Buckley ran to 1 million 105 
100,000 votes a conservative 
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million 105 100,000 votes a conservative very few conservatives went for Wallace last night George Wallace 
only got three hundred and forty seven thousand votes in all of the state of New York at the same time that 
Buckley was going to 1,100,000 there is room for a conservative right obviously in the United States but 
George Wallace doesn't seem to be the man to lead it but but but then you're suggesting also that there is a 
large element of our population an increasingly large element of our opposition of our population that is 
outside of the regular sort of constituted idea of the conservative well no it seems to me that again to come to 
New York dick Nixon took a good many of those votes a lot of people voted for Jim Buckley and dick Nixon 
yesterday | think we sometimes tend to overrate the the Wallace organization a great deal was made of the 
petition gathering effort that had put on but that really didn't require any enormous amount of political savvy 
this organization so-called that he has it there's no tradition with it has no establishment in its local 
community no ties that most politicians generally rely on into the business community has no finger on the 
touchstone of a community | think from my observation it's a fairly temporary amalgam of people who got 
very worked up | think in that over rating we've underrated what Richard Nixon did he used the media he 
created a whole new kind of campaigning which we're going to see much more of and Wallis was a reality 
but Nixon programmed himself for the American voter that voter he thought was the predominant number 
and he won and that that's the significant thing | think of 1968 how do you explain the Nixon slip in the last 
couple of months he won as who was it from who's this man from San Diego herb Klein said he got the votes 
it doesn't make any difference whether he slipped or not he put together an effective television campaign he 
put 
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effective television campaign he put together plan rallies where no opposition was ever in evidence no one 
heckled him or only occasionally he controlled his campaign from beginning to end and that to me is the 
significant thing if he won by one vote or ten thousand or a hundred thousand you want Eric said it last night 
baller II overexposure | think is what had a good deal to do with Richard Nixon he was saying essentially the 
same things from February first in New Hampshire until November 5th November 4th in California he's got to 
give marks for consistency yes indeed too soon that's his favorite word peaking he peaked two weeks too 
soon seems to me that it just took as long as it did for Hubert Humphrey to reach his political Zenith he came 
out of that Chicago convention pounded dislike divided party it took what a good month for everybody to get 


over there man it took another couple of weeks for the people to figure out that he was gonna run his own 
campaign and then took about a week of agonizing for McCarthy to move it just took that long for Humphrey 
to to reach the reach the top and probably if he had had that other week or two perhaps assuming that 
nothing disastrous happened the international situation in tho that time he would have had the time to put the 
final clincher on this and that is the precinct organization to get out the vote which is what he really didn't 
have time to do with all these other amalgams came on the national level but it didn't filter down to that local 
level where people have not been working in the Democratic Party in time there wasn't money there was an 
organization to get down below the convention had been one week earlier in st. Louis I'm not sure that 
Hubert Humphrey would have won at the convention been one week earlier in st.
